U u n d y to Ivnoir. 


Fire insurance policies do not include in 
iheir indemnity among other things the fol­ 
lowing :, Fences and other yard fixtures; 
also store furniture and fixtures and plate- 
glass doors and windows, when the plates 
are of dimension of three feet or more.” 
It is important that this fact be mentioned 
in the wording of the. policy, if such articles . 
arc to be included under the policy. 
Care- 1 
less, ignorant or unsophistocated brokers 
and agents very frequently make mistakes 
in this respect. 
The following articles also 
are not included iu the security of a fire in­ 
surance policy, unless mentioned,, viz.: 
Jewerly, plate, watches, musical instru­ 
ments, ornaments, medals, curiosities, pat 
terns, printed music, printed books, engrav­ 
ings, paiutings, picture frames, sculptures, 
cast and models, money or bullion, bills, 
notes, accounts, deeds, evidence of debt, or 
securities. These should always be spocfied. 
If a building falls, no insurance will attacli, 
or cover its loss, unless it is caused by fire. 
Stolen property is not to be paid by the in- 
Buruncc company. 
Losses from explosions 
are not to be paid, unless fire ensues, and 
tlien only the actual fire loss is to be settled 
for. 
Property standing on leased grduiid 
must be so represented to tbe company and 
expressed in the policy. 
Goods on storage 
must be represented as such. 
The assured, 
in case of a fire, must invariably do his host 
to save it, and carelessness in this respect 
will vitiate his claim. 
In no instance shall 
be' abandon his premises to firemen or 
thieves. 
Where a party has a trust-worthy 
and intelligent representative, agents or 
brokers, whose business it is to study these 
points and consult his own and the assured’s 
interests, by so doing it is sometimes safer 
than to risk it by attending to tlic insurance 
liimself.

Military .Skaters. 


The corps of skaters, a force peculiar to 
tlie Norwegian army, has been lately reor­ 
ganized, and consists now of five companies, 
each of 110, men which in time of woi- can 
lie reinforced by calling in 270 skaters be­ 
longing to Ibe 'landwehr. 
The men of this 
corps are armed with rifles, and can be 
manoeuvered upon ice or over the snow- 
ficld of the mountains with a rapidity equal 
to that of the best trained cavarly. 
The 
skates they use are admirably adapted for 
travelling over rough and broken ice or 
frozen snow, being six inches broad and be­ 
tween nine and ten inches long. 
In ascend­ 
ing steep slopes the men take a zig-zag 
course; tacking up thcm ouulain side as a 
sliip does against a head wind. 
As au ins­ 
tance of the speed at which they can go, 
it is mentioned-that last Winter a messeng­ 
er despatched from Roerass at 3 o’clock in 
the morning nirivcd at Dronthcim at 9..30 
in the evening of the same day. having con­ 
sequently accomplished 1‘20 miles la 18i 
hours.

A notable itructm-c iu Jerusalem is the 
Chflrcli of the Holy Sepiliere, the most cos- 
mopitun church in the world. 
This re­ 
markable building covers a curious- aggre­ 
gate of tradilioimry and legendary sacred 
sites, including several connected with Jew ­ 
ish liislocy. 
But it is the Clirislian associa­ 
tions wliicliare most worthy of our attention, 
as will soon appear. 
Us real history begins 
with Helena, the mother of Constantine the" 
Great, because it wius her zeal which led to 
the supposed identiflcatiou of the place 
where Clirist was crucified and buried. Over 
tlie spot tliiis identified a splendfld Church 
wiLS built aud dedicated in A. Í)í%35. 
Its 
sulisequent fortunes correspond very ranch 
with those of the city; but it was specially 
attractive as a resort' of pilgrims, wlio, for 
fifteen couturies, with little intermission, 
have continued to visit it. 
The days of its 
chief splendor were those of the Crusaders, 
two of whoso kings, Godfrey and Baldwin, 
were buried there, and their tombs remain 
to tills day. 
The original CImroli of Con­ 
stantine and Helena was destroyed by the 
Persians, restored by the Cliristiana, de­ 
stroyed again by the Khalif Hakem, rebuilt 
again by the Cliristiiins, enlarged and beau­ 
tified by the Crusaders. 
'I’liis last was 
nearly consumed bj-tiro, in 13CG, 'uut was 
at once restored on the old model, and has 
since then undergone extensive alteration 
and repair. 
It is about three hundred feet 
in length, but of very unequal width, aud 
intermilly it shows very different levels. 
Thus the Chapel of the Finding of the Cross 
is fifty feet lower tiian tlie so-called Rock of 
Calvary. 
'J he waj' to it is through narrow 
streets, but there is an open court in I'ront 
of It. where the dealers in rosaries, triukets 
and all sorts of mementoes, carry on tlieir 
trade. 
A Turkisli oUiiciat at tlie doors in­ 
dicate Turkisli supremacy, but a small fee 
secui-es admissiou. 
’J’lie interior is divided 
into many comp.artments, some of whicli 
contain what is to be venerated or are them­ 
selves accounted holy. 
A» marble slab in 
the vestibule is pointed out as that on which 
tlie hodj’ of our Saviour was laid. 
Passing 
this, which the pilgrims eagerly kiss, we 
come under the chief dome to a fine rotunda, 
in the centre of which stands a miniature 
ciiuroli, containing what is said to be the 
very sepulclire of Christ. 
Round about are 
several chapels belonging to various sects. 
An arch to the east forms the entrance to 
the Greek Church, tlie interior of which i.s 
profusely adorned. 
Here they show tlie 
spot from which the eartli was taken out 
of which Adam was made. 
Tlic Chapel of 
Calvary, where the crucifixion is said to 
have taken place, is 285 feet from the sep- 
ulclire. 
The sepulclire itself is “a quad­ 
rangular vault, about six Icet feet by seven, 
with a dome roof supported on short marble 
pillars. 
The sepulchral couch occupies the 
whole of tlie right side as we eiitcr, it i.s 
raised nearly three feet above tlie floor and 
is covered with a slab of white marble 
cracked through the centre, aud much worn 
at the edge by the lipsof numerous pilgrims. ” 
'fhis slab serves os an altar, is mucli decor­ 
ated and has over it forty-two lamps of gold 
and sib'er.

Ghiss 18 etched by hyprofluorlo acid gas 
or liquid hydrofluoric acid—solution of tho 
gas in water. 
Tlie former in contact with 
glass produces a rough surface, as in ground 
glass, wliile tlie latter ordinarily leaves the 
surface clear. 
The gas is prepared by m ix­ 
ing together flnely-powders, fluorspar—cal­ 
cium flluoride, three parts; and two parts 
of strong sulphuric ocid, in a shallow leaden 
dish, aud applying a very gentle heat. 
The 
plates to be etched niuch may be placed 
over the dish. 
The operation should bo 
conducted under a hood or in tho open air, 
to avoid ishaliiig tho pernicious fumes. 
The plates are prepared by coating them 
while warm w ith wax or paraflin, through 
wliich to the surface ot the glass design is 
cut ■with suitable gravers. 
In preparing 
the liquid acid the m ixture of spar and oil 
ot vitriol IS placed in a leaden or platinum 
resort, which is heated, and the gas taken 
off is conducted into a leaden bottom partly 
filled w ith w a ter,. which absorbs it. 
In 
contact w ith the flesli the acid produces 
stubborn sores. 
Tlie metals are usually 
etched with dilute nitric acid, or nither and 
sulphuric acid, or sulphate of copper and 
salt, or liydrochloric acid and chlorate of 
potash. 
Hydrofluoric acid is not used on 
metals.

truction—and an atvful destruction, too. 
The path is wide enough for one pair of 
wheels, only, but, at intervals, iu favorable 
places, it broadens so tliat- teams may pass 
each other. 
To drive iif Buch a manner as 
not to meet another trdveler midway be­ 
tween these places is a special branch of the 
art. 
Tlio Imge lumber táims wliich ciirry 
wood from the mills in the mnuatains to the 
yards in tlie vn11ey.s, ’Etnn^iunw-ieidy- and, 
very heavy, are especinliy liird to mannge.' 
Yet tlie drivers alwat-s seem easy and non- 
clinlant. First, tliere'ls a large four-wli-eclecl 
oaken truck, with a seat in front ten feet 
above the groimii; behind it is another 
truck, somowliat sltorlcr, but still onormous- 
iy stout. 
TJiese are fastened together and 
loaded with from ten to fifteen tons of fresh­ 
ly sawn limiber—boards and joists. 
This 
mass is drawn by six or eight mules or 
horses, gmdétl by reins and a protligiously 
long whip. 
The first wagon lias a powerful 
brake, worked by a long iron lover by tlie 
driver upon liis seat. 
The driver is a man 
of nerve and courage. 
His skill must be 
of the highest order.

More­ 
over, lie liad received a dislitiguisliing 
proof of the affection of his ro3-al mistress 
ill the gift of a ring, iiccompan cd with tlie 
promise, “That sliould lie ever forfeit lior 
favor, to return it to Iier, and the si.glit of 
it woiild_ immediately ensure Iiis forgive­ 
ness.” 
But the alluring favor of a sovereign is 
often iluctuating and dangcrons.

Earl of Essex. 
Ho .was sent a close priso­ 
ner to tlie glooinj- Tower, under charge 
of liigli treason, and ho must yield his 
lifo as a penaltj-1 ,r his crime. 
Eliziibotii, 
with a bold hand, had signed tho death- 
warranl, and the time for his execution was 
rapidly approaching. 
He Iiad been conducted to prison in a 
way most liarrowing to ids sensitive spirit. 
Tltc dentil iiistrumcut—the axe—liad been 
carried in advance of him, witli its sliarp 
cd.go full ill ills view, and a merciless, curi­ 
ous crowd had followed, cruelly taunting 
him. 
But his greatest danger came from his 
rivals and enemies. 
There were courtiers 
liigli in power and in favor willi llie Queen 
who glo.t:d in his downla'^ and thirsted for 
his blood. 
It was a terrible time for the imfortunate 
Esse.Xj'and Ids soul was shrouded in black­ 
ness.

The soul of Elizabeth was shrouded witli 
gloom; but slie adroitly concealed lier gi’ief 
under a mask of gayety. 
Tbedays and weeks con’inued to come 
and go. 
The Countess of Nolti ughaui grew 
ill. 
A terrible secret was buried in lier 
lii’oast, and its poison was slowly- destroy­ 
ing licr. 
Her guilt robbed lier life of ail 
joy and liglit.

She expired in theyeai- ItiOT, at tlie ago 
of seveuiv. 


A Z/enih Duel.

coffee on my mule and I will join yon in 
that little game!” 
Crockett quietly await­ 
ed Niciiols movements until both men met, 
Crockett drew a largo pocket-knife, while 
Nichols displayed a dirk, or bowie knife, 
Tlie bloody work began at once, and blood 
flowed like water from the wounds each 
stroke of the deadly weapons made in the 
bodies of the antagonists. 
Crockett finaily 
got in a stroke on Nichols’ neck which 
severed the juguar vein; liaviiig previous­ 
ly cut his tongue comiiletely out. 
Nichols 
fell dead liy the side of Crockett, who lay 
on the gi'Oimd completely exliausted from 
loss of blood. 
He survived his wounds 
ouly four hours. 
No one saw the desper­ 
ate conflict, but a passing neiglihor reached 
the place a tew moments before Crockett, 
died, from whom he leiu-ned tJie above par­ 
ticulars. 
The gentleman did all he could, 
for Crockett, but he had received his 
deatli blow. 
Ou Nichols’ body thirteeu 
wounds liad lieeii inflicted, wMle on Crock­ 
ett were eighteen. 
It is stated that the 
spot ivhere they fought bore evidences of 
a long and most ten-ihlo conflict. 
Bath 
men leave families, tliat of Nichols con­ 
sisting of his wife and eight children. Both 
were respected by tlieir neighbors, but- 
Crockett was considered a dangerous quar­ 
relsome man, -vv-Iiilo Nichois was a peacea­ 
ble and very quiet neighbor. 


Fruit Dryinfr By Cola Blant- 


An expGfimeut was u^aclc at a foundry in 
Plncerwille last week, in frutt curing, by 
blast of cold air. 
In this experiment about 
a peck of sliced apples were placed in a 
sieve and subjected to a cold blast for tlirce 
and a half hours in tho cupola iiirnace of 
the foundry, and the fruit is reported to 
liave been completely and beautifully curod 
by the treatment, rcuiaining soft and with­ 
out the siigliest discoloration. 
"We were 
ahciut to say dried, but cured is a better 
word, for there wrs none of tliat hard, harsh 
stiff dryness about it which frequently re 
suits from drying by sun heat dr fire heat 
Tho expeviincnt was a most gratifying suc­ 
cess, and in our judgment is fraught witli 
results of great importance to the growers 
and manipulators of fruit. 
The blast of 
cold air conipletely frees tho fruit from its 
excess df moisture, with no possibility of 
burning or shriveling it. 
Compared witii 
Bim drying, it effects a great saving of lime 
and labor. 
Compared with fire drying, it 
effects a great saving of expense, attention 
and risk., Anybody who can command or 
devise a strong Mast of cold air, can dry 
fruit in ft biiperior—we miglit say- perfect— 
manner, without being depecdeut on the 
weather and waiting on tho slow process of 
sun drying, and without tlie more expen­ 
sive resort to fuel anS tho risk of overheat- 
ing.

At midday tlie Duke of Edinburgh has 
got Hirougli lii-s serious reading, and per- 
Inips some practicing for the family musical 
parly of the evening, and is ready for a 
drive round the park, which is beautiful 
and spacious enough to afford ample scope 
for any species of out-door erilertaimiient. 
In the nftenioim frii-mls «r.rive from the 
country side, from London, from Paris aud 
from St. Petersburg. 
IJkc the majority of 
tliosc wlio prefer a small circle of friends 
to tlie crowd and noise of large assemblies, 
England’s Sailor Prince is tliorouglily ap­ 
preciated Iiy all wlio know him. 
He is 
enipliatically what is called a quiet man— 
clieerful rather than joyous, pleasant rather 
tlian sjiarkliug. 
fl’liorouglily Gcrnmn in 
liis taste for music and serious studies, he 
is completely English in Ids domestic life. 
No man is more pleased with the perfect 
working of liis establisUiucut—from the 
mctro|)olitun iuspcector, -who, with a brace 
of constables, keeps watch ami ward at 
Eastweli to the clerk wlio attends his pri­ 
vate telegraph oUlce. 
Old liabits of diaci- 
jiline picked up 011 the Galatea, and con- 
liniicd iiy recent experience afloat, cannot 
he. ligliUy sliakcn off, althougli the sportive 
humor of early days may have died out. 
Like his liroHier, Hie Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of Edinburgh likes good tilings in 
reasonable qitamilies, and is a steady oppo­ 
nent of the German custom of turning din-* 
ner into a wearisome ceremony, protracted 
beyond all reasonable limit by a cumbrous 
iiionu. 
At the little dinners at Eastweli 
tliere is no bewildering number of dislies, 
but a good, slraiglitforward bill of fare, 
whicli may bo oaten througli with perfect 
enjoyment. 
Rare things, liowever, appear 
at these modest banquets—dishes tlie merc 
menlion of wliich sets the gourmand agog 
—wild hoar from the forests in which Ar- 
minius brouglit the Roman legions to naught 
and sterlet from distant Volga, The sterlet, 
wliicli is to the sturgeon as a smelt is to a 
whiting, arrives ou some lucky days at 
Eastweli puiked in ice. The eating of liim 
isa species*of' celebration, and very good 
indeed lie is wlien ‘accommodated' after 
Hie genuine Russian fasliioii. 
As a rule, 
music, follows dinner at Eastweli; but at 
times—on the days, for instance, wlicn the 
Jicvne. dcs D eux Mondes arrives—the 
Ducliess of Ediiihiirgh, wlio reads a great 
deal ill several languages, will rolurn to her 
boudoir, to learn the last words of the 
French autliors, wiiora slie knows as tho­ 
roughly ’fts the Russian poets and novelists 
wlioso works are to be foimd wherever slie 
is. 
Tliere are no late hours at Eastweli ; 
the life in wliich is simply that of the 
young parents of an interesting family, who 
find fail’quiet and sweet rest among the 
Kentish woodlands.

Obscrvfttori' on Mount Etna, 


The Italian Government is about to cou- 
strnct a large observatory on Mount Etna. 
A site has been selected at a height of 
11,(552 feet above the level of the sea, near 
the Gasa degT Ingiesi, so called from a 
building erected there in 1811 by tbe En­ 
glish during their o cnpation of Sicily. The 
purity of liio atmosphere is so great at its 
elevation tliat the planets can be observed 
witli the naked eye almost as well as with 
telescopes of low power through the thick 
atmosphere of towns. Venus, ■when shining 
alone in the lieavens, casts a 
distinct 
sliadow. 
This will be Hie second loftiest 
observatory in the world, the United States 
signal station at Pike’s Peals, in Colorado, 
at an elevation of 14,;io6 feet, being the 
loftiest station,

Diamond- 
culters are gcnp.raiiy sick men. 
Vegeta’oie 
dust is unheultliy, too. 
The men who pre­ 
pare moulds for castnigs sprinkle them with 
powdered charcoal. 
'Tliey liave finally a 
catarrh with black e.vpectorations, and die 
of the disease. 
Millers do not suffer from 
inhaling dust, but tliey have a singular 
sltiii digeigc, ,oftncst affecting the left 
slionlder, where tliey carry meal bags. 
It 
itches at night only, and. according to some 
aiiHiorities, is not a vegetable matter but an 
insect. 
Making hrusUea is very bad for the 
healHi, as hits of bristle go into the 
lungs. 
In button making hone dust is not 
injurious, but niotlier of pearl is, very.' 
FeiiHier handling is exceedingly bad for 
tlie lungs and tliroiit, aud for the eyes, and 
artificial flower making brings poisoning 
with it. Working iu copper actually makes 
llio hair green and the teet’a and it is said 
the bones, hut it is not injurious. Copper is 
seldom worked aloue and what is called 
copper poisoning is probably lead poison- 
i ng. Seamstresses sufferfroiii poisoningfrom 
the stuffs Uiey work. 
They siso hurt their 
eyes, hut tlie sewing macliine, it is now 
lield, is rather a benefit tlian any injury if 
used ouly a few liours a day-. 
It is the all 
day work at it in bad air tliat has given it 
its bad name. 
Tobacco-working involves 
a week or two of sickness at first, but this 
is overcome, and after it the woiknien are 
said to be particularly free from epidemic 
diseases. 
However its effeels upon women 
arc said to be permanently bad. 
There is 
a great lack of children with them. Bleach­ 
ing is a cause of serious trouble from 
eczema, wliich comes from the hot water 
ai.d lye, wliich also gives -washerwomen 
cracked liandsiiiid eczema. Ninety per cent, 
of the people employed in preparing sul- 
pliate of quinine arc taken dow.n ■with- 
si»vf*rG 
troubles aud cSSdii ^dgu 
fever. 
This is a disease tiiat overcomes 
new workmen and which they only have 
once. 
Gasmen also have skin troubles 
from the violent sweating brought on Dy 
the heat, and cliangcs of temperature also 
develop rlieum-atism. 
There is no bron­ 
chitis or lung troubles among them. 
The 
•only way in wlilcti mirrors can be made 
witliout the lioiTors of mercurial poisoning 
is by using .silver and letting quicksilver 
alone, but consiclenible can he done in im­ 
prove tlie condition of mercury 'workers if 
they can be made to keep clean, and not to 
eat in their workshops. 
Matclies in every 
liouse mid every pocket are made at a 
terrible cost. 
Slatcli-makers (not miilri- 
monial, but material), have their intellects 
dulled by tlie fumes they inhale and suffer 
dreadful necrosis of the jaw. 
No one with 
impel feet teeth can make matches and not 
loose ids jawbone and teeth. 
Working in 
rubber produces “rubber poisoning,” which 
is necoinpanied by catarrh and eczema and 
is marked by a singular development of 
despondency, that leads to dispair and the 
abandonment of the work, after which 
recoverv comes naturally in. 
It is a singu­ 
lar fact Hiat offensive odors are not un- 
heaitliy. 
Tanners are proverbally well. In 
cholera 
plagues 
tanners are 
exempt. 
Butchers liardly ever know what consmnp- 
liou is. Even scavengers of the lowest order 
are very well, and stables hoys are notori­ 
ously lieiilty.

of bamboo under the armpit, so to speak, 
and began to scratch with some force. 
My 
surprise reached its climax when I saw a 
large elephant leech fall on tho ground, quits 
six inches long and as thick as one’s finger, 
and which, from its position, could not eas­ 
ily be detached without this scraper, or 
scratch, which was deliberately, made by 
the elepliant. 
I subsequently found that 
it was a common occurence. 
Uoech scrap­

another occasion, when traveling at a time 
of year when the large flies are so torment­ 
ing to an elepliant, I noticed that tho one I 
rode had no fan or wisp to beat them off 
witli.

A s the cool n igh ts com e on , 
and the su p p ly o f Insects d eclin es, tlie 
business o f fa tten in g p rop erly com ­ 
m ences. 
It should be rem em bered that 
plum p, ■well-dressed tu rkeys not on ly 
bring a h ig h er price in m arket, but en ­ 
h an ce th e repusation o f the producer, 
and m ake h is m arket sure for future 
years. 
T h e turkey is one o f the tinish- 
ed products o f the farm , and on e o f the 
■ greatest lu x u ries in the m arket. 
T he 
farm er should do his best iu prep.iring 
h is flock for tlie sham bles.

birds should have ev ery n ig h t and 
m orn ing a lu ll su p p ly o f n utritious 
and fa tten in g food. 
In stin ctiv ely the 
turkey follow s h is feed, and if the su p ­ 
p ly is'abundant at the farm -yard, he 
w ill not stroll far from liom e. 
B oiled 
potatoes, m ashed and m ixed v/ith m eal, 
and fed m oderately warm , is a very 
ex cellen t feed, both to prom ote grow th 
and to fa tten . 
I f the pigs o n be rob­ 
bed of a part o f their m ilk, and it be

com fortable barns and stables for their 
stock sh ou ld , d u rin g tho dry season in 
the fall, and before I'recztngcom m eiiccs, 
gather from roads and sources of siip p lv 
that are co iiveu ieiit, and store under 
cover, enough pulverized drv earth to 
keep the stalls and sleep in g apartiiioiits 
of their stock w ell supplied tlirough 
th e w in ter.

W hen tlie cu t bleeds but little, it is 
w ell to soak it in warm w ater for a 
few m inu tes, or to keep a w et cloth on 
it.

T h e P o m p e y S to n o . 


T liis stone was foum l at 'W alervalc, in 
the tow'usiiip ofP om pey, Onondaga Coimts'-, 
N . Y . , three milea soulii of Manlius, and is 
dated V I, 1S20. 
T he neighborhood is e x ­ 
ceedingly prolific o f reiics.sf.tlie aborigines; 
arrows, flints, stone pesties, swords, gun- 
barrels, Imlclies and m edals abounding in 
tile fields aud on the !iillside.s. 
'I'liese ob­ 
jects are not held, btnvover, to indicate tlial 
au early and unknown European colony, 
tow n or fort was established inllu'.t locality, 
but sim ply that Indians w ere living there as 
early as l(i‘20. 
A fter a carefnt invesligalion. 
Governor D e W itt Cliutoii fcmnd no evidence 
o f European relics of an earlier dale than o f 
French colom sts, w ho settled in Onondaga 
iu lO-ñJ and aliamlonetl ttie region in ICiiil. 
But the stone iu question bears a date nearly 
one liuiidrecl years earlier than French in­ 
tercourse w ith tlie Indians at this point. 
T here have been m any conjectures regard­ 
in g its orign aud"m cjming. " Clark, W riting 
iu lS J 9,.says it was probably designated as 
a sepuleliral mcmuiiient. 
Mr. Sclioolcrafi 
thinks the date means tlie sixth 3’e:ir after 
■Pope Leo X . took llie ¡lapal chair, and Unit 
sfjine s'iiTigglr-r from “ once tic Lt-m:,' '.vlio 
lauded iu Florida in 1.5-t:J, reached the Iro­ 
quois. 
Thom as B . Smith, wrUing in ISOJ, 
surmi.ses that the stone ma3‘ iiave bien er­ 
ected b}' missionaries from Rom e. 
A s Dr. 
H om es says, tiio only ostciisibie cause for 
surm ising tbat the stone refers to Leo X . is 
for tlic reason tliat he w as pope from ISC i 
to 1521. 
There is really iiolhing hut the 
dale to connect the stone w illi him. 
Leii 
or Leon is a very common name among the 
L atiu nations, and m ight as ivcll refer in 
tills case to the discovery of Florida. 
Dr. 
Homo’s view o f the stone seems to he tlie 
m ost consistent and proabie of any tiiat has 
been advanced. 
H e holds that it is the 
memorial gravestone of a European, proably 
a Spaniard, who, previous to 1520, w ii li 
one or more companions, had been m ade 
captive b y the Indians in some part ot North 
-Americ.a, and both had been adopted as 
niemhors of the tribe ivith whicli tiiey were 
living, a practice common enough at the 
tim e. 
Cue of these men must liave been 
named Leo, and at his death a surviving 
eompanioii carved on the stone his name, 
w itli the luonlli and ycarot his death. 
H is­ 
paniola, or San Domingo, w as discovcreii 
by tiie Spaniards in l-tiil, and it is believed 
that the original adventnrcra made frequent 
voyages to the continent before tbe year 
1520, the Spaniards tlms com ing in frequent 
contact w ith tlie aborigines. 
I f llie position 
of Dr. Hom es be correct, thePom pey stone 
is the earliest niomimcnt either iu the Slate 
o f N ew Y o rk or ia the United States, at­ 
testing tlie discovery of llie N ew W orld and 
the presence here o f Europeans. 
Tlio fam­ 
ous relic is now the properly o f the AlbaiO' 
Institute.

T h e only cxplauatioii w as that sonvjl bank 
burgiais were on the train; that 'one of 
them carelessly took out the w roag bill, 
and tluit it was decided safer to lost $1,000 
than to risk being arrested.

T his is uot confined to 
railroads, for you see it cxemplifioil in the 
ferry traffic on llie rivers. 
Alen, yes, and 
women, 
too, for tliat matter, iiaving ever 
so mucli tim e at tlicir disposal, not unrre- 
quently imperil tlieir lives by jum ping for 
a forr3‘ lioaL after she lia.s been cast o lí and 
is already some feel out in the slip. 
Tlie 
moment they are aboard Ihoy cool down, 
read their pajiois, or laugh and chat with 
tlioir friends, as if IUC3‘ had all ‘die tim e in 
the w orld at their dispo.sal. 
B ut the m om ­ 
ent the boat enters the slip on tiie opposite 
side o f the river in tlicir eagerness to g e l off, 
and for no appreciable cause, tliey rnsli

H e cam e from Kentucky', aud 
piossessed the ideas of ehivalry' and honor 
¡ircvaiiing at the Soiilli, and was an excel- 
ieut sporting marksm an, but 
too 
little 
skilled in w oodcraft to know that in shoot­ 
ing down lull one should aim low , else he 
w ill overreaoli the m ark. ,_He w as po.s- 
sessed of good natural abilities, but was 
soniewiiat ecccutrio in manner, and did not 
possess tlio elem ent o f popularity. 
In 
wullting out w itli him on the* evening be­ 
fore the m eeting I observed his manner 
w as abstracted aud his speech confused 
and fatteriug as lie talked of his solemn 
situation, but bis courage and resolution 
w ere im ivaveriug, and he seemed absolutc- 
]y athirst to spill the biood of one who had 
m ade him tlie object of inortifying ridicule. 
T h at was oar last interview, and his last 
niglit 
on earth, and tbe pale ghost-like 
face, as it tiien appeared in. the tw ilight 
when w e w alked under the frowning liills 
and beside the resounding riv e r,' hangs in 
m em ory to this day.

seen tin; 
iiounding deer sink down before the aim o f 
his iron-nerved antagonist, • aud felt tlien 
that he w as a dead m an w alldng the lone­ 
ly outskirts of Iho world. 
T h e com bat­ 
ants look tlieir planes, fo rty yards apart, 
tbe ground w as a little sloping, and die 
liigbcst situation fell to the lot of T evis. 
T lie sun was going dow n upon the peace 
and liappiness o f tw o fam ilies far aw ay, 
and upon a brilliant y'oimg m an’s ambition 
and life. 
A s his second w alked aw ay lie 
turned tow ard T ev is and laid Ifis finger on 
his ow n breast, as an indication where to 
aim, and Lippinco'.t observed the gesture 
aud fixed liis eye on the same place. 
T h e 
w ord w as given ; both guns cracked at the 
same instant. 
T evis sank down, shot d i­ 
rectly through the licart, aud a lock of liair 
fell from 
near 
L ip p i ncott’s car. 
The 
fallen man had not m ade the necessary al­ 
low ance for descending ground, and his 
m urderous lead had passed direojly over 
his adversary’s left shoulder, grazing" his - 
face. 
T h e wound w as frightful, as though 
it had been bored through w itli an auger, 
and tlio ground was liorrlble w ith its san­ 
guine libation. 
T h e survivor and 
his 
friends took their departure, and the dead 
luaiv w as tem porarily buried in that lonely 
place, w hich iu the gdlhcriog twilight, 
seem ed like the chosen abode of the genius 
o f solitude.
